Baby Farming in England. 


At tho Liverpool Police Court, the 
other day, Sophia Martha Todd, about 
35 years of age, and of respectable and 
ladylike appearance, was charged with 
having caused the death of a child. 
The case was a very remarkable one. 
The prisoner, around the middle of 
1875 lodged, it appeared, at the house 
of a MisB Joliffee in Liverpool, and ona 
evening she was seen witu an infant 
which she stated had been left with 
her by a lady and gentleman, who had 
gone to an evening party, and who 
would call for it on their return. Next 
day she was without the child, and she 
explained that the parents had taken 
it away. The prisoner afterward took 
lodgings with a Mrs. Oldham, but went 
away in a few days, leaving behind 
her a box, which remained in Mrs. 
Oldham's possession, llecently this 
box was opened, and attbe bottom the 
the body of a child was found tightly- 
wrapped up in clothes and quite mum- 
mified.' A medical examination showed 
that the child's head had been crushed 
in. The police after much difficulty 
traced ths prisoner to Old Trafford- 
near Manchester, where she was ap- 
prehended while riding along the road 
accompanied by a Mr. Todd, the agent 
in advance for a travelling circus, and 
whom she represented to be her hus- 
band. She made a long statement to 
the detective to the effect that she 
adopted the child for a premium of 
|50, and that it died suddenly in her 
arms the night it came into her pos- 
session. Upon the prisoner was found 
a letter sigued "Beta," and offering to 
pay $150 premium for the adoption of 
a child. With respect to this letter, 
the police had discovered that a little 
boy had been sent to the prisoner from 
Whitehaven, that she took him out 
with her one day, and that he had 
never afterward been seen or heard of. 
It was also ascertained that five other 
children were sent to her at different 
times, and when questioned about 
them on her arrest, she said they had 
■all died natural deaths. The career of 
tile prisoner is a most extraordinary 
one. She is stated to be the daughter 
of a civil engineer in the Isle of Wight; 
• and her mother was an East Indian. 
She was for four years governess in a 
Polish nobleman's family in Russia, 
and afterwards became governess to 
the children of a Scotch nobleman. 
Some years subsequently she taught 
music and languages at Laiicsater, 
and in that town met a farmer named 
Jaoksou. whom she married and 
brought to Liverpool. They soon part- 
ed and she then went as boobkeeper 
to tho Victoria Hotel, and soon after 
this she appeared to have commenced 
the "farming" of children. Her mode 
of operation was to insert an advertise- 
ment in the newspaper in this form:— 
"Wanted, by a respectable couple a 
baby to adopt. A premium expected." 
And upon receiving a reply address 
ed to tho newspaper office, she 
would disclose her name and address, 
It was stated that tho prisoner was 
accomplished in the lino arts, and 
could speak live languages. She was 
remiindod for a week in order that fur- 
ther enquiries might bo made. 

English Mail. 

An island was put up at auction in 
London on April 9, with no bidders. 
It was Herm, one of tho Channel is- 
lands, threo miles from Guernsey and 
Sark, comprising an area of 4.00 acres/ 
with a good harbor, granite quarries, 
oxcolleut fishing, an old-fashioned 
residence with a .ojiapel and a new 
villa, and no taxes. 

The Holy See has appointed Dr. 
Conroy, Bishop of Ardugh, Ireland, 
Apostolic delegate to British North 
America.

Dr. Conroy in accepting this mis- 
sion does not abandon his bishopric in

Thirteen 
Jiuos thus convorgo, and the South- 
western Railroad alone has thirty-fivo 
sota of points and thirty signals work- 
ed from one signal box, from which 
four dihtinct sots of traffic aro control- 
ltd.

▲ READY-MADE POPULATION— LET 
US WELCOME AND GIVE THEM A 
PIECE OF LAND. 

Every steamer that reaches tbese shores 
from San Fnmcisco brings a large acces- 
sion to our population. Strong, vigorous 
hearty young men.activo tlnifty -looking 
women, healthy, rosy-oheeked childrep, 
all the way from Canada, seeking homes 
in the Pacific Provinco. Sadfaced, brok- 
en-down men, drooping, hopeloss-visaged 
females, sallow, ill-fed looking children, 
from the southern counties of California, 
flying from the terriblo drought that has 
burned up every blade of grass, and plac- 
ed the stamp of doath on overy living 
thing. Such are the two classes of im- 
migrants that one sees on the steamors or 
meets on the streots, always with the 
eager inquiry on their lips— where can fer- 
tile lands be had at the Government rate 
of SI per acre. The young Canadians 
havo been fairly prosperous in their own 
country and bring a little money with 
them. They did not like the long, severe 
winters at home; but would have tried 
Manitoba only the grasshoppers ate up 
that country three or four years hand- 
running. When thoy started thoy intended 
to settle in California; but the deso- 
lation of death broods over that land, 
and bo thoy continued on to British Co- 
lumbia to try their fortune here. Thoy 
want land— good, cheap land and plenty 
of it. Tho men and women from Cali- 
fornia are not as well provided with 
means as the immigrants from tho East. 
Most of them settlod in Southern Cali- 
fornia a year or two ago. They had a 
little money then, and took up land; 
spent all they had and more in building 
houses and barns, sat down with a 
mortgage upon their property held by 
some middleman or that insatiable hum- 
bug "a grain king," and waited for tho 
crops to grow. But the terrible drought 
came. The grass dissappeared ; the rive in 
dried up; tho stock died; ibo songbirds 
ceased to warble or the beea to hum; *«<1 
the thirdty earth cracked open in innum- 
erable places liko ho many mouths appeal- 
ing to heavon for moisture. In a land 
where wi'ter will not run, nor grass grow, 
human lifecaunot be sustained; and so 
those unfortunate people have deserted 
the broad lands of the vineyards and the 
orangeries of the South and havo come to 
the rugged NortU to seekhomes upon fer- 
tile lands where droughts have been hith- 
erto unknown. 

It is the duty and, we believe, is the 
desire of tho Government to meet these 
people with a generous hand, to afford 
them every facility and, to a limited ex- 
tent, assist them in reaching a part of 
the country where they can settle 
down. Land is as cheap here as in any 
part of the United States and produce is 
higher. That the land is as productive, 
is proved by the enormous yield of yege 
tables and cereals pe/ acre that reliable 
statistics hav6 long since established. The 
climate is mild and equable. The forests 
abound with game; the streams and bays 
are stocked with fUh of the choicest hfe- 
subtaining varieties. All the country 
wants is population to settle upon and 
cultivate the Government lands so that 
the country portions of the Province may 
feed the towns, and thus prevent hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars being 6ent 
away yearly to purchase the prime neces- 
saries of life that can be raised here with 
the expenditure of a little muscle. With 
butter 50 cents and cheese 37 Y % per pound, 
uud hundreds of thousands of acres of 
land on the Lower Fraaer and in the In- 
terior wuiting to be tickled with a plough 
to laugh back with fat crops, thore ought 
to be an effort made to retain amongst as 
a thousand or two of the strangers who 
are now seeking homes in the North. 
Men and women whom Washington Tor 
ritory and Oregon would receive with 
open arms, t hould not have British Col 
umbia's bncktmned upon them. 

THE FOURTH PORTFOLIO. 

A. E. B. Davie, Esq., socond member 
for Cariboo, has been appointed Provicial 
Seoretary in place of Hon. Mr. Elliott, 
who resigns that position, the duties o 
which he has discharged in conjunction 
with those of Attorney-General for fiftoon 
months past. Mr. Davib is a young law- 
yer. He came to tho Province when 
quite a lad, and studied and fitted him- 
self for tho Bar in the office of Messrs. 
Drake & Jackson. Ho entered Parliament 
after the general election of 1876, and 
true to his pledge votod to sustained the 
Walkom Administration upon tho ques 
tion on which that Government was 
defoated. During tho remainder of tho 
session of 1876 and through last session 
he sat and votod as an Independent mem- 
ber. His speeches aro models of good 
sense, logic and terseness and stamp Mr. 
Davio'as a debater of ability and promise. 
Sinco entering tho House ho has origi- 
nated soveral moasures of a beneficial 
character. He votod against tho imposi- 
tion of the road tolls in 1876, but 
upon his euggestion and motion goldmin- 
ing property was exompted from tho pro- 
visions of the tax-bill. In tho session just 
closed Mr. Davio suggested and was larg- 
ly instrumental in insuring thepassago of 
the Act to afford relief to goldquartz min- 
ers, which secures a Governmental ad- 
vance of §15,000 to tost the quartz reefs 
of Cariboo. In Com mil tee ho moved an 
important amendment to the Bill which 
was acaepte.l by tho Government. Tho ma 
jority of the House have felt that the Main- 
land was inadequately represented in the 
Ministry, and that mining interests wero 
especially overlooked in the matter of 
Cabinet representation. The soloction of 
Mr. Davio will reniovo that objection and 
will place Mainland and Island upon an 
equal footing in tho Cabinet, whilo tho 
goldmininc interest* of the Provinco have 
had simple justice done them. Wo enter- 
tain not the slightest doubt that Mr. 
Davie's appointment will bo favorably re- 
ceived by his constituents, nnd that his 
re-eloction is assured. 

CHEAP GAS. 



80 cents per thousand feet with better 
gas than they had been served by private 
companies. Thousands of persons who 
had before refused to take gas because of 
tho expense, became consumers. The 
city lighted tbe streota and tho Town 
Hall free; and after deducting tho amount 
set apart by law to moet the interest and 
sinking fund had a profit left of #?te Aun- 
dred and forty-five thousand dollars. The 
number of tons of coal consumed in ob- 
taining that result was 321,000. Now, 
coal costs lesB (but not much less) in 
Birmingham than in Victoria, and labor 
and lime ure cheaper there than hero; but 
allowing for all that, if this city were to 
consent to supply itsolf with gas wecanseo 
no reason why it should not bo douo with 
a profit at $2 50 ov S3 a thousand feet. The 
beneficial effects that have flowed from the 
supply of water by .tho Oity. oonvince us 
that similar results might bo obtained 
were the City to undertake to manufac- 
ture and supply its own gas. 

RECIPROCITY WITH HAWAII. 



The reciprocity treaty of tho United 
States with the Sandwioh Islands has al- 
reidy begun to bear good fruit in an in- 
crease of trade. The iucreaso is romark- 
ablo. In tho first three months of 1876 
(before the troaty came into force) the 
United States exported §27-1,910 of mer- 
chandise to tho Islands. In tho first three 
menth3 of 1877 tho amount exported was 
80-18,588. It is stated that tho treaty has 
largely stimulated the growth of sugar, 
and that noxt year that that product will 
be larger than ovor. San Francisco 
will, of course, enjoy tho lion's sharo of 
the trade, which will increase as tho duti- 
able products of other countries aro gra 
dually elbowed out tho Hawaiian market 
by the American goods. With the excel 
lent results of reciprocity on a small scale 
before their eyes, one can scarcely realize 
that 'cute Brother Jonathan refuses to 
agree to a similar treaty with Canada 
The effect of such a treaty would be to 
open the trade of 4,000,000 Canadians to 
Anicrionn. products, which products— if 
we read Eaateru sentiment aright — 

will shortly be met with a higu pi^^.tive 
tariff, should the United Staios Govern- 
ment fail to avail themselves of the pro 
sent opportunity. The export trade with 
Hawaii has been enhanced threefold by 
leciprocity, and as a similar result can be 
obtained by reciprocity with Canada, wby 
should the Americans hesitate to give 
consent to reciprocal trade relations with 
young John Bull ? Wo should ask tho 
Canadian Government to open negotia- 
tions with the Honolulu Government; hti 
that would be useless, since the United 
States Government havo taken the pre- 
caution to stipulate that while their re- 
ciprocity treaty is in force no other nation 
shall be admitted to similar privileges. 
Mr. Nelson, when a member of Parliament 
from this Province, urged on the Cana- 
dian Government to open negotiations 
with Honolulu for reciprocal trude. Sir 
John Macdonald promised to do so; but 
did not; and so that avenue of trade 
would be closed to British Columbia wero 
it not for tho fact tl at our coal and Inm 
ber are better than the coal and lumber 
from tbe American side, and are preferred 
even with the ten percent, duty added. 



Birmingham, in England, has tried the 
experiment of supplying herself with gas 
from her own works. Sho purchased two 
yenrs agoall the private gas making estab- 
lishments, and with the necessary plant 
readymado to her hands began to manu- 
facture. The result has astonished oven 
the advocates of tho change. Last year 
the city served consumers at front 70 to

Latest from the North 

The steamer Otter arrived here at 7:45 
last ovening from Fort Wrangel and way- 
ports on the Northwest coast. She left 
here early «n the morning of the 5tli and 
arrived at Wrangol on the Ofcli hist., land- 
ed freight and passengors aud aftor a few 
hours' stay steamed for this port. Sho 
met tho steamors California and Grappler 
on Thursday last both bound North about 
50 miles this side of Fort Wrangel. Tho 
Grappler was compelled to anchor this 
side of Queen Charlotte Sound until tho 
weather moderated and allowed hor to 
cross. When tho Otter left Wrangel tho 
Stickeen river was low and navigation 
over tho bar wag consequently difficult. 
The rival steamers Gertrude and Beaver 
nevertheless had mado two trips each to 
Gk-nora, taking up tho freight and passon- 
gers which had been awaiting an oppor- 
tunity to reach tho mines. There is a 
great deal of snow on both banks of the 
river and from latest advices Dense Lake 
was reported still frozon over. The dig- 
gings recently discovered on the coast 
north of Fort Wrangel aro paying wages 
and tho Otter brought down a small 
quantity of gold obtained in that distant 
locality to be assayed. Tho steamer made 
one of tho best round trips on rocord— 
10% days, including stoppages at numer- 
ous way ports. Tho only passengers sho 
had on board wero the boundary survey 
party, who have located tho boundary line 
between Alaska aud this Province 

Governor-General's Visit. 

In tho Houso of Commons, April 26, on 
item of S8.0U0 to provide for the expendi- 
ture likely lo be incurred in connection 
with the propo-ed vi«it of His Excellency 
the Governor General to Manitoba. 

Mr. Mitchell considered it a bad pre- 
cedent to establish tbat public moneys 
■hould be voted for this purpose. 

Hon. Mr. Cartwright stated that tho sum 
was placed in this way at tho suggestion 
of hon. gentlemen opposite, who consid- 
ered that these sums should not be drawn 
from the amount appropriated for unfor- 
seen oxpenses. Ho thought, his hon. 
friend entirely underrated tho value of 
His Excellency's visits to the various por- 
tions of our territory. 

Hon. Mr. Mitchell asked what wa3 the 
cost of tho British Columbia trip? 

Hon. Mr. Cartwright stated that the 
totol expense was lesB than §20,000.

Tuesday, May 15. 
James Oopperman, on lomond, ohargod 
with supplying intoxicating liquor to In- 
dians. 

Supeiiutendont Bowden in reply to tho 
Court statod that ho bolievod thoprisonor 
procured tho liquor from a colored man 
named Baldwin. 

Tho prisoner, who has beon convicted 
almost a score of timos of a similar of- 
fence, was sentenced to a month's hard 
labor and ordered to pay a lino of §50 or 
in default an additional month. 

Duniel Gannon alias "the Major," on 
romand ohargod with a similar offonoe. 

David Stronaoh sworn, deposed that tho 
"Major" bought a bottle of gin at his sa- 
loon on Monday morning, but that he 
had never seen tho prisonor spoak to on 
Indian in his lifo. 

The prisoner said that if His Honor 
would only believe him ho had never 
been guilty of giving a drop of liquor to 
a Siwash in his lifo. Indeed he had been 
tompted by an Indian to buy whiskoy for 
him, but ho had refused to do any such 
thiug and bad wanted to give his tempter 
in oharge for intimidation. If His Honor 
would lot him go this time ho would pro- 
mise to partake of no moro whiskey, but 
would put on a cloan shirt and gather up 
"two or three other bits of clothes and 
leave the city for good." 

His Honor — Well, I'm perfectly satis- 
fied that you did supply tho Siwash with 
whiskey, but I am not suro that tho evi- 
deuco is sufficient to convict. 

Tho prisoner— Suro, yer Honor, I luvo 
it to yer judgment intirely; I won't say 
anither word. 

His Honor — If I let you go this tim.' 
will you promise to behave whilst the As- 
sizes are going on ? 

Thoprisonor — Indudo I will, yer Hon- 
or. 

His Honor— Well then, go; but mind 
you don't appear boforo mo again. 

The Major thereupon walked out of the 
Court as straight as a dart and wont in 
search of his "clain shirt and othor bits 
of clothes." 

William Munger, charged with having 
used threatening language to his wife. 

Mrs. Munger sworn, deposed that on 
Saturday eveuiug herhusband camo homo 
about 7 o'cloek and used very violent fan 
guago to'her, threatening to tako her life. 
She was in bodily fear of him now and 
asked that tho defondant might bo bound 
nvur to k«j|) tlio peace towards hor and 
her ohildren. 

Tho defendant said that on tho evoning 
in question ho had occasien to go to the 
houne wht-ro his wifo lived; the house was 
his property, but his wifo locked thedoor 
on him. He admitted forcing the door to 
obtain entrance, but denied threatening 
to take his wife's lifo. 

An Indian boy was called and gavo evi- 
dence in corroboration of plaintiff's state- 
ment. 

His Honor said that ho was sorry such 
cases were brought before him. When a 
married couple could not live together 
harmoniously it was far better that they 
should separate altogether. Tho plaintiff 
had sworn that sho went iu bodily fear of 
tho prisoner, and ho must therefore bo 
bound ovor to keop tha poaca in the sum 
of $100. 

Albert Holt, alias Wcbfoot, on roaiand, 
charged with stealing a watch. 

The Superintendent said that ho had 
not beon able to procuro any further evi- 
dence in this caso. 

His Honor addressing the prisoner said 
that there were some very suspicious cir- 
cumstances in connection with tho caso; 
but he did not think that any jury would 
convict on the evidence. If tho prisoner 
was really innocent of tho offence ho was 
sorry he had boon inconvenienced by ar- 
rest" but if guilty he bopod he would take 
warning as to futuro conduct. Ho would 
now bo discharged,

Our Public School System. 

"REV. Mlt. JAMIESON REVIEWED,"

Editor Colonist:— With vour p«,.uio- 
sion I would l'"<j icc*»o to submit a few ro. 
murks on an educational lecture recently 
delivered in Now Westminster by Rev. 
R. Jamieson, purporting to bo a reply to 
ono delivered by tho Right Rev. Dr. 
Seghors of this city. 

While according the Rev. gentleman 
our grateful acknowledgments for his 
able and unique ad vocacy of our publio 
sobools we must, like himself, exorcise 
onr right of "speaking tho truth in love" 
by pointing out tho fallacies of a fowof his 
statements— fallacies which owe their ori- 
gin, doubtless, to a misapprehension of 
facts or a misconcoption of the individual 
obligations or professional duties of 
others. 

Tho learnod gentleman represents Dr. 
Seghers as saying that "God and His 
Word and His son Jesus" nro kept out of 
tho schools, and asks "How is tho charge 
met by tho Superintendent and tho Board 
of Education? By silence (says he) and 
by a tacit acquiescence in the truth of the 
description." The rev. gentleman then 
proceeds to censuro tho Superintendent 
and Board of Education for not "opening 
nro" on Bishop Seghers with the view of 
contradicting or refuting certain state- 
ments relative to educational matters, 
contained in a discourse recently deliver- 
ed by that gontlemau in his own Church 
and to his own people, at which the Su- 
perintendent and Board of Education, so 
far as wo know, wero not officially presont. 
Would the learned gont Ionian deny Bish- 
op Seghers tho right to say what he 
pleases from his own pulpit and to his 
own people? or would he have the Super- 
intendent aud Board of Education attend 
on every clerical platform to collect tho 
social opinions, temper the religious zeal, 
and combat tho mistaken patriotism of 
tboso who may desire to prejudice or en- 
lighten us on edueutional matters? We 
live in a freo country and in an age of 
free thought and freo action. If our oauso 
bo just, and our principles sound, we will 
gain by free discussion. Therefore, instead 
of attributing questionable motives to our 
opponents, let us cordially and thankfully 
consider their assertions and givo 
thorn credit for good intentions 
while thoroughly sifting thoir statements 
with the view of appropriating or adopt- 
ing everything contained therein which 
may bo of use to our country and our 
race. Lot us invite discussion but bo 
careful to discriminate botweon silent 
action and apparent zeal. 

Wo notice that tho rov. gentleman 
censures tho silence of the educational au- 
thorities in not officially correcting aud 
refuting the statement of tho bishop that 
tho schools aro "godless." Wo do not 
soe how thoy could do so, seeing that no 
such statement was ever mado to them 
officially, and even if it had been they 
would know that according to the 
bishop's light everything i* "godleHu" 
that is not Roman Catholic. Nor should 
wo blamo tho bishop f^r this. He has a 
right to his opinion. For our own part 
we aro glad tho authorities liavo taken no 
notice of a statemout which the rev. 
gentleman himself proves to havo been 
false, by a oopious reference to our text 
books — text books prepared undor the 
porsonal supervision of his graco the 
Catholic Archbishop of Toronto. Tho 
educational autnoritios, being well ac- 
quainted with the nature and scope of our 
Public School System, in all its details 
and appliances, seem to havo no fear 01 
hesitation iu letting that system speak for 
itself — in its daily operation, administra- 
tion aud results. Lot our Right rov. and 
lvv.fru uds visit our schools daily and.after 
duo observation audporsoual investigation 
form their own conclusions, 

The learned lecturer iu his allusion to 
tho "bilonco" of the Superintendent and 
Board of Education seems to misunder- 
stand the portion, duties and responsi- 
bilities of these gentlemen. Tho Board 
of Education, as a Board, is a non-politi- 
cal and non-sectarian body. Its business 
is to administer the laws made by Parlia- 
ment for the right Government and judi- 
cious oxtensiou of our Publio Schools. It 
has nothing to do with tho religious or 
personal opinions of any oitizon— lay or 
clerical; nor is it part of tho Hoard's busi- 
ness to enter into sectarian discussiou 
much loss to refute individual opinion of 
any kind. Its sphere of usofulnosa is alto- 
gether too high and tao sacred for inter- 
mixture in personal, political, or sectarian 
dispulos. 

Tholearnod lecturer also scorns to think 
that a Superintendent of Education should 
bo more or less. «f a political or sectarian

partisan. We differ from tho rev. gentle- 
man altogether in this respectand venture 
to express our hopo that on more mature 
consideration ho will, (like oursolves) re- 
joice to feel that our Superintendent en- 
deavors to administer tho law as he finds 
it, in tho interests of tho whole pooplo — 
not for tho particular or exclusive advan- 
tage of any soct, section, or party. As the 
common head or contro of tho educational 
system, ho ropresents every person in the 
community; and it is a mattor for con- 
gratulation that he is an unbiassed ad- 
miuistratior—always as ready to adopt 
wise suggestions as to givo wise counsel. 
This is tho Superintendent's province and 
we hopo and trust that it will bo ever so, 
and that we shall never see thi- education- 
al interest of our common country in the 
hands of a party maa--or a man who would 
so far forgot his position as to interfere 
with the freo expression of opinion, come 
whence it may. 

Tho rev. gentlemen find fault with our 
laws for excluding elorgymen from tho 
positions of teacher, trustee, or superin- 
tendent. But if the professional expon- 
ents of ono denomination be admitted to 
these offices, then common justice and 
fair play would compel us to throw them 
open to clergymen of all denominations. 
What would be tho result? Under such 
an arraugomont we might find Bishop 
Hills, Bishop Seghers and Rev. W. Russ 
trustees of our public schools in Victoria, 
and similar elections might tako plaoo 
elsewhere It would be impossible for 
theso gentlemen to work together harmon- 
iously on school matters; and ovon if they 
did clergymen and people of othor do- 
nominations would soon find fault, and 
tho rosult would bo unpleasant to tho 
genttemon themselves, and far from bono- 
licial to tho public. How would Mr. 
JamioBon liko to seo Bishop Soghers or 
Bishop Hills or some learned Rabbi in 
charge of our schools in virtue of his quali- 
fications as a clergyman, irrespective (of 
course) of his special fitness as a practical 
teachor? We venture to hope that on 
consideration tho learned lecturor (as an 
intelligent and patriotic citizen) will 
change his mind as to the wisdom of 
the law that prevents any denomination 
from seizing tho control of our Public 
Schools. 

Tho rov. gootloman whilo clearly prov- 
ing that our schools aro not not\1<""' allli 
thinks they onol' f 6 i*especial religious 
io-iiucnoh a moro prominent placo than 
they do. A school system supported by 
the money of all must not inculcate any- 
thing not concurred in by all. Spocial 
denominational religious instruction nover 
was, never will bo, and nover should be, 
given in or thiough any Publio School 
system. The intelligence of the age and 
the means of the peoplo will not allow it. 

It is the teacher's province to cultivate 
and develop tho various faoultios of the 
mind and tho sovoral powers of the body, 
with such foelings of tho heart as may bo 
conceived conduciveof man's best interests, 
In effecting those objects he necossarily 
creates in the child a lovo for man, for 
nature, and for nature's God; or rather he 
draws out and develops tho germs of those 
characteristics already existing in tho 
dear children committed to his charge. 
All truth is diviuo, all knowledgo is of 
God, and and every lessom in mathematics, 
scionco or philosophy must necessarily be 
a moral losson. Every lesson learned, 
overyfaot acquired, raises the pupil at least 
one step nearer to tho Divine Power who 
is tho source of all light. Every lesson, 
every item of knowledge is thoreforo moro 
or loss religions, moro or less divino ir- 
respective of rival creeds or conflicting 
theologies. The school toacher has only 
twenty-five hours a week (or about ono 
whole day in toven) to impart a know- 
ledgo of his subjects— the subjects com- 
monly called secular — -while tho parents 
and tho clergymen havo tho remaining 
one hundred and forty three hours (or 
nearly six whole days a week) to impart 
special religious or denominational in- 
struction. In the face of this fact how 
can any f ano man or patriotic citizen nsk 
us to givo up part of our 25 hours a week 
for more religious instruction! No. Let 
tho miuister, the priest, tho parent make 
the most of tho time thoy havo under pre- 
sent arrangements and there will bo no 
need for such a change. Let parents and 
clergymen supplement the regular teach- 
or's work by wholesome houio influences 
and special scriptural instruction. There 
will then bo no need and no causa for 
complaint. Mathematics and tho kindred 
scioncos aro good in tho schoolroom but, 
liko tho black-board, would be out of 
place in tho Church. In liko man- 
ner sound thoology is a good thing in 
our churches but would be sadly out 
of placo in a publio school. The School 
room and ohuroh havo different missions 
iu this world — ono treats of practical 
facts, tho other of matters of faith. Both 
good in their respective sphores; 



and dexterity in this, tho great Amerioan 
gamo, and I venture to predict that not 
the least attractive of tho amusements of 
that day will bo tho friendly contest be- 
tween our boys and yours on tho base ball 
grounds. It will add a now zost to the 
entertainments by giving a spice of com- 
bat to tho other diversions of the day. 

Victoria of all the cities of British 
America should distinguish herself on 
o rory occasion of this kind. Sho bears 
tho honorable and honored name of Eng- 
land's Qnoen and Empress, wherever an 
English flag floats, wherever an English 
heart beats, thero will be rejoicing and 
colebration that day. Lot Viotoria, then, 
the Island City and Capital of a flourish- 
ing Province, tho namesake of her Queeu 
and Empress, commemorate the national 
day of her Sovoreign in a manner that 
shall roflect honor on the olject of it and 
credit on herself. Your neighbors across 
the lino greot you with foohngs of 
the most cordial sympathy, and, sharing 
your feolings for tho moment.will be hap- 
py to participate with you on that day in 
doing honor to England's Quoon.

Editor Colonist:— It may bo of interest 
to tho captains of ships imd others who 
may wish to rato thoir chronometers, or 
to correct thoir watohes, to know that 
when one of H. B. M. ships is present at 
any port in tho Pacific, such ship (or the 
senior, if moro than ono) marks tho time 
daily by a timo ball at noon. 

Tho ball is hoisted "at tho dip" at about 
11:55, is hoisted right up at about 11:58, 
aud is dropped at the instant of noon 
meantime. 

When the British Flag Ship is present 
some persons aro iu the habit of correct- 
ing thoir watches by tho evoning gun, but 
it should be understood that the gun only 
marks the time approximately , whilst in 
the case of the time ball, the limit of error 
should not exceed half a second. — I am,
